Students' Council Forwards 
Appeal to Governors 



At the Students' Council meeting last 
night the board unanimously passed a re- 
solution to be sent to both the Univer- 
sity Governors and the Graduate Society 
requesting that very serious considera- 
tion be given the question of building 
dormitories and a gymnasium immedi- 
ately before any other buildings be 
formed or materialised. 

The Students' Council feels strongly 
the detrimental handicap the University 
now experiences in the great lack of 
university living quarters. The ab- 
sence of dormitories tends to disparage 
the University in -.he eyes of distant stu- 
dents who would only too eagerly come 
to McGill if certain of suitable, moder- 
ately priced rooms. The question of the 
gymnasium is a pressing one. This year, 
especially, is its importance realized, and 
its want felt. 
The Council also sanctioned the an- 
nal .Christmas trip of the senior bas- 
rtball team to the States. The board 
pproved of the Intercollegiate indoor 
baseball league, which has been proposed, 
and agreed to finance the expenses of one 
trip to Kingston. 



THE COLLEGE PESSIMIST

The traditional conception of the 
college student has been that of a 
happy-go-lucky lad, a typical rah-rah 
hoy. His concerns were few and his 
thoughts flimsy and shallow and as 
a result, his thoughts didn't amount 
to very much. But gradually this con- 
ception wore, off and today the world 
thinks of the college boy as a serious, 
pensive sort of a chap, earnestly con- 
templating the lot of mankind. And 
what is more (whether the freshman 
has taken advantage of this current 
notion or not wc do not venture to 
say), he has gone to cxtrrmcs and is 
posing as a pessimist, the iconoclast 
who is satisfied with the powers that 
be. He struts about the campus with 
a morbidness that would make the 
ghosts of Hamlet blush. 

Pessimism in an undergraduate— a 
mere youth who has not yet begun to 
sec life — is nothing more than mani- 
festation of narrow-mindedness. 

Through his little vision it appears 
that that only is his life which is per- 
ceptible to him. And of course his 
perception at this stage of the game 
could well stand another pair of 
glasses. It is merely a sign of ignor- 
ance, a confession of being unable to 
see the greater whole, but of prating 
of that minute part of it which he can 
see. The earth worm, too, is a pessi- 
mist. To him his little hole in the 
ground is the world. The bird on 
the tree thinks the world is made of 
twigs and leaves.

INTtR-COLLEGE GAMES 
IN INDOOR BASEBALL 



An Intercollegiate Indoor Baseball 
League, consisting of Varsity, Queen's 
and McGill teams, now js practically as- 
sured. Last year an informal meeting 
was held at Hart House, and the three 
colleges expressed their willingness to 
enter an organisation of this kind. The 
idea did not bear fruit last year, as k 
was then too late to carry put the plans 
drawn up. At this meeting it was pro- 
posed to hold a knockout scries be- 
tween the teams from the three colleges 
this year in Kingston, at the same time 
that the Intercollegiate Gymnasium meet 
is held in that city. 

The president of the McGill Indoor 
Baseball Club, Lux McCullough, has writ- 
ten the two other universities express- 
ing the Red and White's willingness to 
participate, should the project be carried 
out, as proposed. 

This branch of sport has steadily 
gained popularity and favor with stu- 
dents here. Last year, in the inter-class 
scries, eighteen teams were entered, and 
two hundred and ten men were engaged 
in the games. This year sees twenty- 
one teams in the league, and the class 
rivalry is running high. McGill also 
had two teams in the City League, and 
finished in Irst place, winning the city 
championship. 

The Students' Council has authorized 
the sending of a team to the Limestone 
City should the Intercollegiate League be 
formed, and the players of the various 
class teams are putting forth every ef- 
fort to qualify for the McGill team.

The students of McGill will be ac- 
quainted, from posters around town 
and from newspaper advertising, of 
the Federated Charities drive for funds 
to take place from November 20 to 
the 25th. The university has been ask- 
ed to do its share through the leader- 
ship of the Students' Council. The 
Council approves most heartily, and 
has delegated the management of the 
university campaign to E. C. Amaron, 
who is organizing the canvassers. To 
this end a meeting has been called in 
the ball-room of the Union on Mon- 
day at 1 :30 p.m.

Subject Was Quebec and 
Ontario Liquor Laws 



NEGATIVE WON 



Penrose and Everett Prove 
Prohibition Is Best Plan 



Dr. Porter gave a mast interesting 
address before the Physical Society last 
night. There was a good attendance, 
and the demonstrations and subject mat- 
ter proved most pleasing. In commenc- 
ing his talk, Dr. Porter explained the 
stages in the modern practice of rock- 
crushing. The product of a mine or 
quarry is of variable size, although much 
can be done to secure fairly uniform rock 
by careful attention to the use of blast- 
ing powder. In practice, however, very 
little attention is paid to the condition 
of the mine or quarry product, and the 
rock as mined is put through several 
crushing operations. 

In modern practice, the heavy crushing 
is generally done by large jaw crushers, 
which arc of several different types. The 
product of the jaw crusher passes to the 
rolls, and in general, two or three of 
these are used. The general reduction is 
about four to one per pass, for example, 
a rock of roughtly 16 inches diameter 
would be crushed down to pieces of 4 
inches diameter after passing through 
one crusher. The product of the rolls is 
now small enough to be handled by the 
second class of crusher— ball and tube 
mills. All crushing operations cause a 
large quantity of fines as well as rock, 
which is of a size which 'just passes 
through the crusher and by using screens 
;hc fines can be immediately, transferred 
to crushers of the second class. 

The development of the hall and tube 
mills were explained, and the principle 
of their operation clearly shown by mov- 
ing pictures These pictures were taken 
in the research laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, and show clearly 
the grinding, slipping and falling actions 
which take place in the mills of this 

type. 

Methods of separation were clearly 
shown by moving models. One of these 
was a magnetic drum separator, which is 
giving excellent results at many mining 
plants. Another of these models rep- 
resented a separator whose, action was 
based on the different specific gravities 
of the ones being treated. The action 
of a jig separator, which works on the 
same principle as demonstrated by a 
working model. 

Another interesting model was a Par- 
dee spiral coal separator. This machine 
works on the principle of the different 
frictions of coal and slate in a common 
runway. The coal attaining greater speed 
than the slate in the spiral coal chutes, 
is thrown over the edges in a second 
chute, and thus separated from the value- 
less slate constituent. 

At the close of the meeting the mem- 
bers inspected the models, and Dr Por- 
ter answered many questions concerning 
their principle and practical oocration

Debating last night on the resolution 
that "The Quebec Method of Handling 
the Liquor Traffic is Belter than the 
Ottawa Method," the Arts '25 team 
proved the negative side of the ques- 
tion to the satisfaction of everyone 
present. Boyes and Kelloway of Artf 
'24 upheld the affirmative and Pen- 
rose and Everett spoke on the other 
side. C. T. Tcakle presided at the 
meeting and Robert Hall (chief judge). 
E. Amaron and P.. Puddiconibc. act- 
ed as judges. The subject was a very 
debatable one and some very interest- 
ing information was brought out. 

Boyes was the first speaker. In out- 
lining the subject he said that the 
Quebec method had been submitted 
to the people of that province and had 
been approved by them. The Liquor 
Commission is allowed to open govern- 
ment stores in all towns in the province 
of 5,000 or over. Any of these towns 
may vote on Local Option if desired. 
Hotels arc allowed to sell light wines 
and liquors with meals or by obtain- 
ing a double license may have a sa- 
loon separated from the dining room. 

Stores arc situated in various towns 
and cities where liquor is sold by the 
bottle only and it is to be consumed 
at home. Wine stations sell any 
amount of wine which also must be 
consumed elsewhere. These liquors 
arc all pure while in Ontario the liquor 
often assumes a poisonous form of 
Moonshine." The salesmen that ope- 
rate these stores and government of 
paid and thus 'the buyer is sure of a 
square deal. 

In Ontario the saic of liquor of any 
kind is prohibited but it still may be 
manufactured there since the Provin 
cial Government docs not control the 
making of liquor. He stated that at 
the present time there are more brew 
cries in Ontario than in Quebec. The 
Ontario breweries have sales offices in 
Montreal and by ordering from these 
offices they can have the liquor ship 
ped to them from a warehouse in their 
vicinity. The law also causes the 
"bootlegging" practice, and a great 
deal of "moonshine" is sold which, is 
often highly poisonous in character. 

Continuing his remarks, Boyes said 
that the people of Quebec had voted 
for the law because they desired it 
In Ontario' their law was not upheld 
by the minority, who broke it as often 
as they desired and the opportunity 
presented itself. Although 60 to 70 
per cent of the Ontario voters express 
ed themselves as in favor of prohibi 
tion, not more than 5 per cent of these 
used their influence to have the legis 
lation properly enforced. Noted tern 
pcrancc workers have stated that the 
Quebec method made handling of lit] 
nor easier and the control of the traf 
fie was greatly facilitated. For in 
stance, if trouble arises in Quebec a 
license is revoked, while in Ontario 
they are put to a great expense in the 
upkeep of special police and in cruis- 
ers moving up and down the rivers. 

Penrose was the next speaker. Re- 
ferring to the statement made hy 
Boyes regarding the voting in Ontario, 
he said that three years after the Act 
was enforced a referendum on the 
Act resulted in a 2 to 1 vote in its 
favor. The Toronto Board of Trade 
is strongly in favour of prohibition as 
enforced in Ontario. . The Quebec 
measure, according to Penrose, to a 
large extent hid the truth. Although 
the revenues of the province show a 
marked increase it served only to show 
that the liquor sajes are increasing and 
therefore drinking is becoming more 
common. 

In Quebec the law is very lax in 
punishing offenders of their liquor 
laws, thus encouraging their evasion. 
But in Ontario the laws arc enforced 
as much as possible. Regarding the 
breweries, Penrose stated that they 
would be thrown out or Ontario as 
soon as the power to do so is obtained 
from the Dominion Legislature. In 
his final remarks, Penrose stated that 
this commercial legislation of Quebec 
is causing much expense and ill-fccl-

AMERICAN UNION IN 
EUROPE VERY USEFUL 



"Michigan is the mother of sta.e uni- 
versities," was the way in which George 
E. MacLcan, director of the British di- 
vision of the American University union 
in Europe, characterized the University 
recently. Mr MacLcan was formerly 
president of the University of Iowa. 

The union was founded in 1917 to in- 
terrelate the universities of the United 
States with English and Continental uni- 
versities, and to encourage interchange 
of professors and graduate students. 
The University of Michigan is a char- 
ter member of the organization, and 
President Emeritus Harry B. Hutchins, 
at the time of the founding President 
of the University, ,was for a time presi- 
dent of the union's board of trustees. 

The offices of the union, maintained at 
London and Paris, serve as bureaus of 
information, says Mr. MacLcan, among 
other functions. They . co-operate with | 



leges in the United States. 

The union is an outgrowth of the or- 
ganization established for American 
University men in Europe during the 
War. It is the only American war or- 
ganization of the sort to survive in 
17 ranee. 

France, Great Britain and Denmark 
iave established unions similar to that 
if the United States and similar move 
cuts are taking place in other coun- 
ts. The national unions serve as lais- 



ons for the universities of their several 
ountrics and help to develop "interna- 
r onal-mindedness." 

Mr. MacLcan asserts that an educa- 
: onal campaign is needed here to inform 
Americans of the functions of the Am- 
erican University Union, as many Am- 
ricans, particularly ex-service men with 
Tovcrnment allowances, arc now studying 
ibroad. — Daily Illini.

To Decide College Champion- 
ship of Canada 



'VARSITY FAVORITES 



Queen's Practised Yesterday 
at Stadium 



The Queen's football squad, num- 
bering 23 husky warriors, invaded 
Montreal yesterday and got in a good 
afternoon's signal drill and punting 
practice on Molson Stadium. The 
'Varsity team travelled all day from 
Toronto and arrived last evening in 
fui Iforcc, prepared to wage a mighty 
battle in this afternoon's crucial con- 
test. 

Since Coach Awrcy has been confin- 
ed to bed due to illness, "Bill" Hughes, 
the M.A.A.A- football mentor, has 
been in charge of the Presbyterian 
team. He has taught them a number 
of formations used all season by the 
■Montreal club team and the Kingston 
team is expected to get away with a 
number of speedy end runs when the 
two teams clash to decide the Intercol- 
legiate championship of Canada. 
\ The line-up of each team probably 
will be the same one as took part in 
the game between the two colleges in 
Kingston la«t Saturday, except that the 
Queen's backfield will be strengthened 
materially by the return of Harding to 
the game. Leadley and Batstonc will 
fill the other half-hack positions, with 
Evans at quarter and Campbell at fly- 
ing wing. "Bud" Thomas and Walk- 
er will again be seen at outside wing. 
Lewis will play at centre, probably 
Johnson and Delehay insides, and Cap- 
tain "Red'' McKclvey and Muirhccd at 
middle wing . 

For 'Varsity, Snyder, Duncan and 
McPhcrson will probably be the half 
back combination with Somervillc and 
Patterson as spares. Capt. Harry 
Hobbs and Bartlctt will play quarter 
and flying wing respectively. Rolph 
and Prendcrgast will oppose Walker 
and Thomas on the ends. Weber will 
snap the pigskin, with Miles by his 
side. Taylor and Westman will oc- 
cupy the middle wing positions. 

The dope figures the Blue and White 
as a slight favorite to win the big 
game. 'Varsity lost by the narrow 
margin of 2 points in a 1 5- 1.3 contest 
in Toronto and in the return match in 
Kingston ran wild over the home team 
by a 24 to 1 seore. . 

Unless Bill Hughes has worked 
wonders with the tricolor line, the To- 
ronto forwards should have a big ad- 
vantage and as line-plungers the 'Var- 
sity backs arc vastly superior to their 
rivals. On the outside wing positions, 
there is very little choice between the 
two; Rolph and Prendcrgast should 
hold their own against Thomas and 
Walker. Ou a dry field, Leadley, Pat- 
ptonc and Harding should shoy up to 
good advantage on the end runs and 
lhey will probably have a slight edge 
over the 'Varsity backs in this depart- 
ment.

So strenuous have the students 
made their campaign that the Govern- 
ment has again promised to formulate a 
poliVy looking to the early commence- 
ment of work on permanent buildings.

ing among the neighbouring provinces 
and iii the United States, whose laws 
prohibit the sale of liquor. 

Kclloway was the third speaker. In 
upholding the affirmative he began by 
saying that in no country docs a law 
become law until the people are ready 
and willing to have it. The Quebec 
law, not so drastic, moves slowly so 
that it does not go beyond the point 
which the masses of the people have 
been accustomed to view as the limit. 
Complete prohibition encouraged the 
drug habit, made breaks in sentiment 
and friendship and disrupted social 
and political life. Prohibition dégra- 
dâtes the people by its restriction and 
while it takes away a pleasure to which 
many people are used it substitutes 
nothing as a counter amusement. In 
Quebec the increased revenue is being 
put to excellent purposes such as the 
furthering of educational facilities and 
the building of good roads with no in- 
crease in the taxation. Under the 
Quebec law there is much more liberty 
to the individual and the decrease in 
arrests for drunkenness shows a bene- 
ficial result ôf "government supervision. 

The second speaker on the negative 
side of the question was Everett, 

Amusements, he said, are substituted 
in the form of movies, He produced 
authentic figures proving that there is 
no increase in the use of dope in On- 
tario while in Quebec there is a mark' 
ed increase. There are advertising 
signs on the outskirts of Montreal that 
read on one side of the road, "Have 
your first drink here," and on the oth- 
er another sign saying, "Have your 
last drink here," so that transients are 
caught both ways and that often many 
of these would not think of drinking 
if it were not for the signs. The de- 
crease in arrests in Ontario is very 
great, while savings accounts have in- 
creased from $2,500,000 to $5,000.000, 
He stated that it is just as wrong tor 
a government to assume control of the 
liquor traffic as it would be to control 
the automobile. business. Prohibition 
is no more drastic than any restrictive 
law and is just as necessary as the 
laws agaipst murder. Since prohibi- 
tion has been enforced in Ontario there 
has been a remarkable decrease in in- 
fant .mortality and the death rate gen- 
erally, 

Boyçs. leader of the affirmative, then 
spent a few minutes in refutation, Hç 
said that while education was benefit- 
ting from the increased revenue there 
was no additional tax on clothes and 
other necessities of life. The Quebec 
law was the will of its people and 
therefore was perfectly legitimate not- 
withstanding the effect on outside 
states. A? for movies being substitut- 
ed as an amusement, the movies were 
in popular vogue long before the 
liquor question came to the front, 
-When the judges had considered the 
debate Robert Hall announced the 
cisipn in favour of the négative, In 
the course pf bis remarks he said that 
the debaters showed Intercollegiate 
ability and that the material as a whole 
was well arranged and delivery of all 
the speakers was commendable.

"This sorting out of the various 
grades of Intellects is one of the real- 
ly great functions of education. Its 
effect upon this country has been enor- 
mous, as it falls into the process of 
picking leaders of thought, 

"The large number of young people 
In college today does not necessarily 
mean they are crowding the profes- 
sions. The great shortage of doctors, 
dentists, teachers and ministers dis- 
proves this, although law may be an

The General Committee of the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement of Canada, 
acting for the membership of the 
Movement, hereby announces that the 
First National Conference of Canadian 
Students is to be held at Convocation 
Hall, Toronto, Ont..

28. 1922, to January 2, 1923, and that 
the First National Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Student Christian Movement 
of Canada is to precede the Conference 
at the- same place on December 27 and 
28. 

The First National Conference of 
Canadian Students is held for the pur- 
of seeing clearly and unitedly 
something of the present situation in 
Canada and in the world and of dis- 
covering the part that the students of 
Canada should play in it; in other 
words, we'aim to face the gravest 
questions of our time in the light of 
our deepest experience of Christ, and 
to do this together. 

Any student, or professor, or grad- 
uate, from any part of Canada, is in- 
vited to this,, Conference. Every local 
unit of the Student Christian Move- 
ment of Canada is urged to be well 
represented. The General Committee 
hesitates even to recommend any par- 
ticular number from any local unit. 
The programme includes: 

(a) A scries of addresses, one each 
morning, by Dr. A. Herbert Gray, of 
the British S.C.M. 

(b) A consideration of some of the 
most important Canadian problems: 
Rural, Industrial; New Canadian, In- 
ter-Racial. These will be introduced 
by outstanding Canadian speakers who 
are authorities in their own field. 

(c) A consideration of Canada's re- 
lationship to other nations. 

(1) The viewpoint of other na- 
tions: China, Africa, and India will 
be represented by citizens of these 
countries. 

(2) Our own relationship to the 
whole international problem. 

(d) One session each day will be 
given over to student speakers who 
will discuss these subjects from their 
own viewpoints, at which sessions a 
good deal of time will be given for 
general discussion Time will also be 
given for informal consideration of the 
work of the Student Movement and 
the task before students throughout 
the world. 

Among others, the following speak- 
ers are expected at the Conference: 
Dr. A. Herbert Gray: Hon. X. W. 
Rowcil; Dr. John R. Mott; Dr. J. 
E, K. Aggrey; Dr. E. H. Oliver; 
Miss Margaret Wrong; Hon. E. C. 
Drury: Prof. R. M . Maclver: Mr. J. 
II . Oldham and Miss Louise Holm- 
quist. 

A course of study for individuals and 
groups has been prepared, to assist 
those who are coming to the Confer- 
ence to a clearer understanding of 
sonic of the problems before us today 
in Canada. At least those planning 
to attend the Conference are urged to 
join a group in this course and thus 
come prepared to take part in the dis- 
cussion at the Conference. These 
study courses can be secured at Strath- 
cona Hall. 



The following clipping concerning the 
formation of an historical association 
in Christhhurch. New Zealand, will 
prove of interest to McGill students. It 
will be remembered that the "Daily" 
some week ago announced that Sir Ar- 
thur Curric received troni the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand in Christ Church an 
impressive invitation, couched all in 
Latin, to commission a representative of 
McGill to participate in the semi-cen- 
tennial ceremonies. It should be remem- 
bered also that the corporation of this 
University accepted, expecting to appoint 
one of its graduates residing in the 
southern Dominion, as its delegate. The 
following is from the Christian Science 
Monitor :— 

The formation of an historical asso- 
ciation in Christchurch, one of the uni 
versity ;owns of New Zealand, is a sign 
that the community is paying more at 
tcntion to history. The object is : 
"Many of those who arc specially in- 
terested in history and its place in the 
educational and general life of the Do- 
minion feel the need of some organiza- 
tion to promote its study in the schools 
and colleges, to spread a konwlcdge of its 
•cope, use, and pleasures among the peo- 
ple generally, to stimdlatc research into 
local history, to facilitate co-operation 
'tnong those engaged in teaching and 
research, and to help in applying the ex- 
perience of the past to the manifold 
->robloms of the present." 

While quite a library has been wriv- 
*cn about New Zealand history, the 
study of history generally has been 
much neglected in New Zealand educa- 
'ion and by New Zealand people. Tn the 
university colleges there has been a 
-■•at improvement of late years, but the 
nbject has not yet been given the posi- 
ion it deserves. There is no separate 
professorship or lectureship in New Zca- 
"•umI history in any of the universities. 

lew Zealanders arc strangely ignorant, 
generally speaking, of their own history. 

The reluctance of well-educated men 
•o enter public life in New Zealand 
'■as often been the subject of comment. 
Lord Bryce noted it in the section of 
"'s "Modern Democracies" dealing with 
New Zealand. He was struck by the 
'ict that of the members of the group 
of men who were studying imperial 
nroblctns in the various centres in New 
Zealand, none was standing for Parlia- 
ment. Speaking a; a farewell to this 
•ear's Rhodes scholar from New Zea- 
'•>nd. Mr. T. M. Wilford, leader of the 
Opposition in the Dominion Parliament, 
said it was astonishing how few univer- 
sity men took a leading part in public 
life. He had recently gone through the 
register of his old school, Christ's Col- 
lege, and found that in 30 years only 
'hrec men had bothered to enter public 
life, and take up public duty in the par- 
liamentary capacity. '"I looked through 
the other institutions, and I found there 
were none. Oxford University, where 
our guest is going, is the cradle of 
English politics. There is the Oxford 
Debating Society and the Oxford Un- 
ion, which brought out such eminent 
men as F. E. Smith, now Lord High 
Chancellor. Mr. Asquith, Sir John 
Simon, and many hundreds of others. 
We find very little done, here to lit a 
young man for public or civic life." .

There arc more university women 
in America than in any other country, 
according to Miss Wade, who attend- 
ed the convention of the International 
Association of University Women in 
Paris the past summer. 

"America has 15,000 members; Eng- 
and comes second with 1,500; Canada 
third with 1,200; while Australia stands 
last with 500. In America there arc 
100,000 women eligible to membership 
in the body." 

'Sixteen nations were represented in 
Paris; America sent 5 voting delegates 
and 63 non-voting delegates. Our 
meetings were held in the American 
University Women's club house. This 
was leased by Mrs. Whitelaw Reid for 
a period of ten years and presented to 
the association for a dub room. The 
American women may board and room 
here. 

The University Association aims to 
do two things: first to improve the 
educational status, and second the so- 
cial status of women everywhere. They 
are trying to make education more 
widespread and to raise the standard 
of education gradually. 

"Each country, of course, has its 
own peculiar problem," said Miss 
Wade. "In America the association 
members arc agitating for equal 
wages for like work." 

"In England they are fighting to 
preserve professional positions for 
women.' During the war women took 
men's places and filled them satisfac- 
torily in many cases. After the return 
of the men from war, the women were 
removed from these positions and of- 
ten replaced by inefficient men. Here, 
also, the public opinion is that a wo- 
man after her marriage should be do 
mestic, whether or not she shows any 
talent along professional lines. 

"In Italy a movement is on foot to 
discriminate against women in pro 
fcssional schools. The Italian women 
arc combating this organization." — 
The Cornellian.
